Tel-Aviv, Nov. %-——Nearly 
half of the Yemen's 60,000 Jews 
have been brought to Israel by 
a regular airlift from Aden to 
Lydda at the rate of 500 a day 
over the past few months, 
Isracl authorities sarnounced 
here today. 


This announcement Iifted the

MAJOR F.W. 
BARRETT 
DEAD 


London, Nov, 7.—Major 
F. W. Barrett, of Wrough- 
ton Hall, Wroughton, Wilt- 
shire, an owner-trainer of 
racchorses who trained win- 
ners for three Fnglish 
kings, died today at the age 
of 74. 


He began training under Na- 
tlonal Hunt rules in 1929- and 
trained for King George V, King 
Edward VIII and King George 
VI. He won races for al] these 
monarchs, 


Marconl, a stecpiechaser which 
was tralnad by Major Barrett, 
gave King Edward VITT (now 
the Duke of Windsor) and King 
George VI their first win as 
owners. He had ceased train- 
ing for a number of ycars, 

Major Barrett was also a 
famous polo player. He repre- 
sented England in the United 
States In 1011 and 1913 and 
coptained the English team 
which, won the America Cup’ in 
1914. He was an international 
polo player until 1921,. 

Major Barrett served with 
the 15th King’s Hussars, which 
for four years in succession 
won the Indian polo tourna- 
ment.—Reuter.

The governing body will also 
study a recommendation from 
its general conferencg, last June 
that it consider Instructing its 
Director-General to prepare 
“without delay” a report.on the 
problem of unemployment, 


This) recommendation grew 
out of a Czech resolution pre- 
uented to the last gencral con- 
ference asking for a study of 
the “growing rise of unemploy- 
ment in certaln countries.” 
The Czech proposal was a slap 
at Ure cconomics of the United 
States and some countrics of 
Western Europe where unem- 
ployment rose sharply last 
epring. The resolution as passed 
was considerably toned down. 

The governing body will also 
consider the desirability of plac- 
ing the question of unemploy- 
means of planned actlon for socal 
session of the ILO's general con- 
ference—its annual mecting of 
delegates from its 60 member 
countries. 


~'SIX-POINT PLAN 


The Asian Regional Con- 
ference in Ceylon will consider 
a six-point programme of which 
one item Is a report of the 
Director-General, which in- 
cludes a study of ways and 
means -of planned — aetion for 
social and economic develop- 
ment in the Asian countries. 

The Ceylon meeting will also 
consider labour inspectlon, pro- 
vision of facilities for the promo- 
tlon of workers welfare, da 
velopment of the co-operative 
movement, points to be. con- 
sidered in a survey of agricul- 
tural wages . and Jncomes of 
primary producers with‘a view 
to wage ‘negulation and introduc- 
tion of ' measures’ to ‘Increase 
these Incomes, und organisation. 
of manpower, with special. re- 
ference to the development of 
employment services’ and train- 
ing.—United Press.

Berlin: —_Re-affirmation of 
Sovict milltary strength in Cen- 
trat Europe was believed by 
Western Alled and German 
circles to be a matin factor be- 
hind the new move. Some 
quarters suggested thot the ap- 
pointment might be the begin- 
ning of a long-term programme 
to withdraw Soviet troops from 
Germany... This step would re- 
move the excuse for malntain- 
ing Russian. forces on lines of 
communication in’ Poland. With 
the Marshal firmly instalfed in 
Warsaw, ‘ such a step could be 
ltaken, without danger.
